“Many prisoners and much equipment has already been captured, hut exact figures are 
not yet known," it was announced in a communique from Gen. Dwight D, Eisenhower’s head 
quarters. 
“ The advance continues." 
The surprisingly' abrupt conquest of Tunis and Bizerte, achieved by a massing of 
'overwhelmingly superior forces of men, tanks, guns and planes, came one day short of six 
months after the Allied landings in French North Africa.

To Destroy En tiny 
Allied land, air and naval forces are bent upon one thing 
PJfc. 
—destruction of the last vestige of the Axis forces in Africa 
as a prelude to carrying the war across the Mediterranean 
and into Europe. 
The determination of the Americans, British and French, 
as expressed by Gen. Sir Harold Alexander, is to “drive the 
enemy into the sea.”
